WASHINGTON (AP)—At Presi- 


dent Kennedy's suggestion, 20 Ma- 
rine officers will attempt a 50-mile 
like next week—to see if they can 
move forward with the vigor de- 
manded of Leathernecks by Pres- 
ident Theodore Roosevelt. 


The unusual military exercise, 


to be conducted at Camp Lejuene.
